S> HE Affairs of this City, on our late 
% Elections of a Mayor anda Re- 
prefentative, in the Room of Sir 
Richard Grofvenor deceafed, having 
been vilely mifreprefented in the 
Daily Courant and other Court Pa- 
pers, you are defired to fet thofe 
Tranfaétions in a true Light. 
As great Induftry hath been ufed, 
for a confiderable Time paft, to divjde the natural In- 
tereft of this Place, and the moft indire&t Meafures 
have been taken for that Purpofe, I am obliged, in Ju- 
“ftice to the Publick and particularly to the Citizens 
of Cheffer, to expofe the Artifices of Mr. Maney 
and his Adherents, in order to promote their own In- 
tereft, and weaken That of the Grosvenor Family, 
who have been’conftant and generous Benefaétors to 
this City. ; 

I muft begin with obferving that about two Yeare 
agoone Mr. Kinderley came to Cheffer, in order. to 
view the River Dee, giving out that Mr. Manley had 
direéted Him to prepare Plans of it, and that He would 
undertake to make it navigable, upon Terms to be pro- 
pofed to the City. 

A Work fo defireable and advantageous, as This was 
reprefented, met with every Body’s Approbation; and 
though many Citizens differed in their Opinions, con- 
cerning the Manner of executing /uch a Scheme, yet all 
concurr’d in wifhing Succefs to the Undertaking in general. 

About 2 Year ago Mr. Kinder/ey delivered his Propo- 
fals to the then Mayor, who immediately called a Coan- 
cil; and They appointed a Committee to confider of it, 
~ as well as to procure the Confent of the principal 
Merchants and Traders for laying fuch a Duty upon all 
the Exports and Imports of the faid City, as (together 
with the other Advantages propofed by the Scheme) 
would bea reafonable Encouragement to the Under- 
takers ; but as it was propofed to make the Duties per- 
petual ; it was a Matter of great Confequence to the 
City, to determine rightly in this Affair; by givieg all 
proper Encouragement 10 the Nevigation, on one Side, 
without laying any tnreafonable Burthen upon Trade, 
on the other. 

The Committee having duly (and with as much Dif 
patch as could be expeéted in an Affair of fuch Confe- 
quence) confidered the Nature of shis Cafe, made their 
Report; which was unanimoufly agreed to by the City; 
and a Petition, under the common Seal, was thereupon 
‘ immediately prefented to Parliament by the late Sir 
Richard Grojvenor, and referred to a Committee, with 
another Petition fign’d by the Commona/ty ; upon which 
Leave was given to bring ina Bill, for refforing the Nea- 
vigation of the faid River; but Mr. Maz/ey, the prin- 
cipal Promoter of ¢his Scheme, (notwithftanding He had 
clamour’d loudly againft the corporate Body of the faid 
City, as well as their Reprefentatives, and treated Them 
as Enemies to the Navigation, becaufe They would not 
" implicitly come into his Defigns) had no Bi// prepared, 
nor fo much as Heads of a Bill for thofe Gentlemen, 
who were ordered to bring it into the Houfe; upon 
which Account only fome Wecks were loft; and when 
the Bil// was delivered, and came to be confidered; it 
appeared very defective; exprefly contradiétory to the 
Terms agreed on by Mr. Man/cy and the City; ex- 
tremely inconvenient to the Yrace of fome, and hazar- 
dous to the Properties of others, who for thefe Reafons 
became Petitioners againf it, in order to have fuch 
proper Provifions and Reftri€tions in the Bi//, as are 
ufual in Cafes of the fame Nature. 

The Want of thefe neceffary Cautions occafioned a 
farther Delay ; but even thefe Difficulties might have 
been furmounied, and the Bil/ have pafs’d, had. Mr. 
Kinderley been prepared with proper Plans to defcribe 
the propofed Undertaking, or Mr. Manley with Un- 
dertakers, able to carry it into Execution, and make 
Satisfaction: to the Land-oroners for the Damages They 
might receive; which nobody cam imagine Mr. Kin- 
deriey (who was at firft propofed to be the only Under- 


taker) could be. 
Thefe Beafins and the Claufe, that was offered to 
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prevent eit Shares, which broke in upon the fa- 
vourite Defign of the Projefors, (as the Principal of 
Them hath admitted) octalioned all the Delay the Bi// 
met with in the Houfe, and at laft the Lofs of it 5, tho’ 
Mr. Manley and his Adherents have very unjuftly impu- 
puted it to other Caufes. 

From this plain Reprefentation of the Cafe, andthe 


ther bis Scheme was not calculated for his own private 
Intereff, rather than the Service of the, Cisy 

Yet from this Time his publick Spirit an 
for the People of Cheffer-began to appear in Mobs and 
Riots. A Number of Vagrants and diforderiy People were 
pack’d together, and encouraged to commit the greateft 
Outrages; being taken into regular Pay; continually 
= warm with Liquor; and direéted, to infule the 
Inhabitants, who would aot join with Them. 

The Magiftracy of the City were abufed in the grof- 
feft Manner, whilit They were endeavouring to preferve 
the Peace. Their Officers were beat in the Execution 
of their Duty ; and Offenders, who were ordered to be 
punifhed for notorious Breaches of the Peace, were rel- 
cued out of their Hands. Thefe Abufes were committed 
chiefly by Foreigners, encouraged and aflifted, from Time 
to Time, by the Servapts oi /ome Per fons, who were bound 
by their Duty, and the Oaths They had taken, to do 
all in their Power to. prevent them. 

It would be tedious to enumerate the feveral Riots in 
Chefter from the Month of April to Auguft ait. Let it 
fuffice to obferve, that almoft every Night fome re- 











markable Mifchief was done to the Friends of the Gro/- 
vernor Family, without any other Provocation than their 
being fuch, or any Return of the fame Kind, tho’ They 
are by much the moft fubftantial Part of the Inhabitants, 
and (2s Mr. Manley muft now be convinced) the moft 
numerous. . 

Upon the Death of Sir Richard Grofvenor, his Brother 
offer’d his Service to the City, fupported by above 150 
Gentlemen of the neighbouring Countles, of great Fi- 
gure and Fortune, He was at firft oppofed by Mr. War- 








burton; Bat Phat Gentleman, having tryed his Intereft 
with the Citize is, very prudently declin’d to Mr. Man- 
fey, an Attorney ; who call'd to his Affiftance all the mi- 
litary Géntlenien in that Part of the Kingdom, as well as 
the Cuftom-houfe, Excife and Salt Officers ; fo that "the 
World may in fome Meafure judge, from the perfonal 
(ircumftances of the Candidates, and the Appearance 
made in their Favour, which of Them had the beit Pre- 
tence to ssk the Votes of the Citizens, on that Occafion, 
and is likely to poy moft Regard to their Rights and Pri- 
vileges 

Mr. Man/ey had no fooner declared Himfelf a Candi- 
date, but greater Abufes were committed than ever. 
F.lie and {can jalous Libels, refie€ting on the Honour of 
feveral Gentlemen, were daily printed and_difpers'd ; 
threatening Letters were dropt, with a Defign of intimi- 
dating the Magiffrates from doing their Duty 5 and {carce 
a Night pafs’d, but many Perfons were cruelly beat, Win- 
dows broken, and even the publick Build.ngs of the City 
detaced. 

Numbers of Affidavits and other Vouchers could be 
produced, in Proof of the Premifes ; by which it appears, 
amongit other Particulars, 

That there hath been a continued Courfe of Riots and 
Outrages committed in the City of Chefer; by Mr. Man- 
ley’s Adherents, from the beginning of Apri/ lait to the 
Election of a Memder. 

That on the 3d of April a great Number of Pérfons 
were aflembled together, in a riotous Manner; after 
which They rambled through the City 5 infulted the 
Recorder, as He came from the Seffions in his Gown ; 
threw a Stone at Him, and broke his Windows. 

That on the roth of Ofober Mr. Alderman Bennet and 
Mr. Brereton wrote Letters to the then Mayory to diffuade 
‘Him from calling an Affembly ; at the fame Time pro- 
pofing advantageous Terms to Him and his Family, if 
He would comply with their Meafures; from whence it 
appears that Mr. Man/ey and his Friends have but little 
Reafon to cothplain of Corruption. 

That the fame Night two or three of the Aldermen 
waiting at the * Pewtice for the Mayor, in order to com- 
pound the Prizage of Wine with a Merchant of the faid 
City, a great Number,of the Rioters were affiembied to- 
gether, arm’d with Clobs.and other Weapoms ; that the 
Aldermen, for their Safety, having , fecured the Doors of 
the Pentice, the faid Rioters burft Them to Pieces ; broke 
the Windows and Window-Frames of the faid Peatice, 
with all the Chiirs, Tables and Clock belonging to it ; 
threaten’d ‘to murder the faid Magifirates, and threw an 
Halbert at one of Them with fuch Force, that it, firuck 





five'Inches into.a Leather Chairs that a certain, bonow- 
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rable Colenel, with feveral Officers and other Gentle- 
men, in Mr. Maniey's Intereft, came into the Penrice 
during thefe Diforders, without endeavouring to prevent 
them + on the contrary, ome of she Officers declared That 
was nothing to what fhould happen the Night follow- 
ings when 150 Men fhould be kill'd. 

That, after the Rioters had demolith’d the Pentice, 
They paraded through the City, infulting the Inhabi- 
tants; threatening to murder feveral Gentlemen, who 
appeared in the Intereft of the Grofvenor Family; and 
that They frequently went, arm'd, in Search of Them. 

That on the s1th of Ofeber a great Number of Peoe 
ple came out of Wale and the Towns adjacent to’ the 
City ; many of whom were Freemen ; that fome came to 
the Market, and others to fee an Horfe-Rate, which was 
advertifed to be run om. that Day. on the Roadée ; that 
They came into the City in a peateable Manner, with 
nothing but Sticks, or Whips in: their Hands; and only 
thouting a Grofvenor ; that They abufed nobody till They 
were attack’d by Mr. Man/ey’s Party, whom They foon 
defeated, and then immediately difpers'd to their Quar- 
ters, without doing the leaft Mifchief. 

It ought to be remark'd, in this Place, that all the Ave- 
nues of the Town were befet by Mr. Mandey’s Party, and 
none were fuffer’d to-come into the City, who were in 
the Grofyenor Intereft 5. f that it would have ‘been im- 
practicaole for 150 Freemen, who came in with’ this Bo- 
dy, to have enter’d the City, without the utmoft Hazard 
of their Lives, if They had not taken this Opportunity 
of doing it ; and yet the Letter-writer in the Courant 
hath the confummate Modefty to call This by the Name 
of Rebellion! 

By the fame Vouchers and Affidavits it likewif* appears 
that a great Number of the Rioters aflembled together 
in the Caf/e, with Mr. Man/ey and a military Officer 
at their Head, who encouraged Them to puth Open 
the Stareboufe Door to fetch out Arms to fight againit 
the Welfbmen; which They accordingly did in the 
Prefence of thofe Gentlemen, and feveral of Them>re- 
turned, arin’d with Steel-Caps, Body Pieces, Stoords, Dag- 
gers and other Weapons; that in the Afternoon, the faid 
Mob, thus arm’d, went out of the Cafe; when a cer- 
tain Gentleman was heard’ to give Them Orders to cut 
the Welfbmen to Pieces, if They would not go out of the 
City by fair Means; that a great Number of the Citizens 
and others were fo dangeroufly wounded by the {aid Mob, 
that their Lives were defpair’d of, and many of them 
will never recover the Ure of their Limbs N. B. Se- 
veral Soldiers, or Penfioners, belonging to the Cafile of 
Chefter, were amongft the Rioters. 

That Mr. Man/ey appeared feveral Times in thé Streets 
at the Head of the Mob, arm’d with broad Severds and 
other Weapons; whilt Mr. Grefvenor and his Friends 
were ufixg their utmoft Endeavours to prevent thefe Dif- 
orde s, and at laft procur’d the printed Preliminaries ta 
be fign'’d 5 as it is confels’d in the Cewranf: 

Attes ‘This, it was hoped that the Peace of the City 
would have been reftor’d ; but notwithftanding rhr/e Ar- 
ticles, the Rioters continued their Infolencé, during the 
E/efion ; and i, was dangerous f>r any Body, in the Grof 
venor Intereft, to flir out in the Night Time. 

On the 12th of Ofober two Troops of Dragoons, that 
were quarter'd at Werrington, march’d to Chefer and 
halted*near the Suburbs of the City. On Notice of their 
Arrival, the Mayor and Record:# wrote a Letter te the 
commanding Officer, defiring his Affiftance and Prote€tion § 
bwpon which shat Gentleman exprefs'd his Concern to 
hear of any Diforders in the City; but faid He could 
not give the Magi/frates any direét Anfwer, till He had 
received fome Initruétions from the Secretary ot War, 
which He expeéted by that Night's Poft, and therefore 
defired to fee the Meflenger the next Day. He then 
told Him that Hecould not enter the City, without an 
Order from Colonel Cholmondeley, the Governor of the 
Caftle, under whofe Command He then was. ‘Colonel 
Cholmondely, being apply'd to the neat Day for the 
fame Purpofe, excufed Himfelf by faying, that He thought 
ft was in the Power of the Gentlemen, who had fign’d 
the Preliminaries; to prelerve the Peace’; and fo the 
Troops retutn’d the Day after to their Quarters at War 
rington. 

Ic is very evident from the Orders, which shis Of- 
ficer received, either that the Forces in publick Pay are 
of no Service at all in quelling of Rists and Diforders 5 
or that They are to protect and ferve the Turn of one 
Parly ouly. 

On Monday, O&. 16, (being the laft Day of Eleftion 
for Mayor) when Mr. Alcerman Bennet and Mr. Alderman 
Mainwaring, who flood Candidates for that Office, had 
done polling, the Mob grew more outrageous than They 
had_ bees the Day before ; and great Numbers~of Freee 
men apprehended Themfelves in fo much Danger, that 
+ They darft not venture out c is Hc | , 
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Courant, and Laid 10 


Votes; notwithftanding which there was a Majority 
“for Mr, Alderman Yobafox (who was fupported by the 
Grofvenor and Country Intereft) of -238 Votes. This 
Difappointment to Mr. Maniey’s Party made Them ftill 
more defperat They determined to have a Mayor of 
their own, and catried Alderman Benaet ina Chair from 
the Huftings to his Houle, as if He had been attually 
chofen. The Poll being, in the mean Time, clofed and 
the Court adjourn’d, Mr. Mayér, the Recorder and 
other Maziftrates, for the Security of their Perfons, got 
into 2 Coffeehoufe; where They endeavoured, with 
the Conftables and civil Officers, to preferve the Peace; 
but the Riote;s were fo hardened, that They beat the 
Offcers; forc'd open—the Doors of the Coffee-houfe ; 
took the Mayor's Staff out of his Hand, and broke it ; 
fore’d the Sword Mace out of the Hands of the 
Officers, who had the Cuftody of them, and carried them 
in Triumph to Mr. Alderman Bennet’s Houfe, where 
They remain'd that Night. 

At this Eleétion great Numbers of Officers, in diffe~ 
rent Branches of the Revenue, as well as common Soldiers 
were detach’d from every Quarter of the Kingdom; 
and it may be thought what extraordinary that 
They thould all be fo very unanimous as to vote for 
Mr. Manley, againft the common Confent of their Fel- 
low-Citizens and the Intereft, which moft of their Re- 
lations ferv'd; but when fome Officers in the publick Rew 
venue were threaten’d with the Lofs of their Bread ; 
when ofbers, whofe Families have long been fupported 
by the Grofvenors, and were at that Time daily receiving 

ages frgm Them, were exprefly ordered to go 150 
ites to vote againft Them, under Pain of di/obeying @r- 

fers; when ethers, who had been in the Service and 

difcharged, were forced away from their Friends and 
guarded, under Pretence of their being Deferters, or 
netwo-lifted; when thefe Things, I fay, are duly confi- 
deted, the Unanimity of shefe poor People is not at all 
furprizing $ but it is furely an Inftance of the Iucon- 
veniencies, which already arife from the prefent Num- 
ber of Crown Officers, civil and military, and of the 
great Danger, to which our Liberties may be expofed 
by any farther Inereafe of them. 

On the fecond Day of Election for Member, the Mob 

difcovered the fame Inclination to Riots, which They had 
dene at the former Eleétion for Mayor, and being aflem- 
bled ina great Body, They march’d in a tumultuous 
“Manner through the City, arm’d with Barre/-faves, 
inthe Form of Faulchions, and with large Sticks, thro’ 
the Heads of which Spike nai/s were driven, that fluck 
out above an Inch, affaulting the —— commiffio- 
ned by the Magiffracy to prevent . Diforders, without 
any Sort of Provocation; but by the Refolution of 
thofe Officers, the Rioters were overpower'd; their def- 
perate Arms taken from Them; and difpers’d.— This, 
I fuppofe, was another Inftance of Rebellion ! 

From that Time, the Peace of the City was preferv’d 
with much Difficulty, to the great Satisfaétion of the 
Inhabitants ; who, having the Freedom of polling with- 
out Danger to their Perfons, Mr. Grefvenor had a Ma- 
jority of Refivnts of 166, and of Voters in general of 
3615 from whence it appears that the Intereft of the 
Grofvenor Family in the City of Cheffer never appeared 
to greater Advantage than in this E/efion, notwithftand- 
ing the extraordinary Meafures, that were taken to de- 
ftroy it. 

it ought to be obferved that many of the Conftab/es, 


appointed at Mr. Maniey's Requelt, upon the late Elec- . 


tion of Mayor, were fo far from preferving, or endea- 
vouring to preferve the Peace of the City, that They 
frequently join’d the Rioters, and encouraged ‘Them to 
commit the moft outrageous Infults ; for which Reafon, 
it was found neceflary, upon the late Eleétion of a Mem- 
ber, to appoint other Perfons in their Room, to pre- 
vent the like Diforders, as well as a greater Number 
than was conflituted at the Mayor's Election, who were 
by no Means able to oppofe a mercenary and armed 
Mos, encouraged to commit the greateit Cruckties. 

During the late Fle€tion, the Mob was out of Mea- 
fure infolent not only to the Con/fab/es, but’ to all the 
Magifiretes of the City, who with great Temper bore 
their ill Treatment, to prevent if poffible any Difor 
ders, till the Comfatles were attack'd in the Manner a- 
forefaid, and laid under the Neceflity of oppofing and 
difarming the Réoters, for the Safety of Themfelves and 
the reft of the Citizens; and it is manifeftly owing to 
the Caution of the Mayor, in appointing z fofficient 
Number of Conftables to preferve the Peace, that the 
City was not, at the date Election of a Member, in the 
fameunhappy Circumftances, which it was in at the 
Election of a Mayor.

FOREIGN AFFATIRS. 

Hague, Fan. 14, N.S. The Kigg of Prufig conti- 
nues'to vialaté the Territories of the Republick, by cau-_ 
fing all their High-Mightineffes Officers and Soldiers to 
be feized wherever they can be found, and hurried away 
to the Citadel of Wezel. There are already#42 Officers 
under that hard Circumftance; and among them a Co- 
lonel and a Major. And it if reported, that feveral Pra/- 
fian Regiments are marching towards the Quarter of 
Gelderland, as if their Defign were againit Yen/o, or Grave, 
the former of which Places being open on one Side, 
Men are now at Work in fortifying the fame. The 
Council of State are taking Precautions as if we were 
upon the Point of a War. Orders are fent to all the 
Regiments, to fill up their Companies to the full Com- 
plement of the State of the War; and already it has 
been moved to augment the Troeps with 10 or 12,000 
Men, and to take 12,000 Heffians into the Service of 
the State. 

Dantzick, Feb.g. It is<MTured a powerful Squadron 
will appear in the North-Eaftern Seas next Spring, to 
fupport the Intereft of King Staniflaus to the King- 
dom of Poland; for the fame Reafon a French Agent; 
late arrived from Stockbe/m, having received a confide- 
rable Remittance in this City, is gone for War/aw, to 
reinforce the French Party.

Some Time ago We gave the Publick an Account of 1 
the Condemnation of two Men in Ire/and, for enlifting 
Men in foreign Service, which had put fome of our Po- 
liticians under a Dilemma. We have fince received a 
curious Piece from Jre/and, intitled Yo their Excellen- 
cies the Lords-Fuftices-General and General-Governors of 
Ireland ; The bumble Reprefentation of the Lord Lieute- 
nant and Cuftos Rotulorum of the County of Dublin, the 
High Sheriff, Fuftices of the Peace and Grand Fury of 
the faid County, at a general Seffion of the Peace and 
general Goal-Delivery, beld at Kiimainham, in and for 
-the faid County, by an Adjournment, the 17th of January 
1732. Though We are unwilling to plead for 
Blood, efpecially in a Cafe of this Nature ; (which was 
fo far from being thought a capital Offence, about two 
Years ago, that a publick Licence of it was openly de- 
fended) yet as We are informed that the Fate of thefe 
poor Men will be decided before our Paper fees’ the 
Light, an Extract of fome Paflages from this Reprefen- 
tation may be agreeable to our Readers. Having fet forth 
the Nature of their Cafe, it proceeds thus, viz. 

“© That in Confequence of this Conviction, they were 
** fentenced to die on Saturday the 13th of this Inftant 
“ January; but by your Excellencies Order of Reprieve, 
“ Execution is refpited to the 1oth of February next; 
“« which lays us under vehement Apprehenfions, that 
‘¢ i¢ may be intended this Order of Reprieve fhall be 
* followed by his Majefty’s full Pardon ;_ which, if grant- 
«‘ ed, We humbly conceive, will be of moft dangerous 
“ Tendency, and pregnant of the moft mifchievous Con- 
# fequences to the Liberties of his Majefty’s good Sub- 
s jects of Ireland. 

** That We are well informed, and believe that, in 
** various Parts of this Kingdom, many Perfons have, 
*« from Time to Time, been torn from their Habitati- 
« ons, their Families, and their Beds, and have in like 
‘« Manner been carried off, and put into foreign Service, 
‘“« but they not returning, the wicked Aétors have re- 
«« main’d undifcovered, and thefe Calamities We hum- 
“« bly apprehend have taken Rife from the diftinguith’d 
«« Lenity, with which this 44 has been put in Execu- 
‘* tion. 

«* That whatfoever Circumftances may happen to ac- 
“ company an ordinary Breach of this 44, which 
‘« poflibly may befpeak Favour, and thofe convicted be 
‘* reprefented as Objects of Mercy, We humbly rely 
« upon it, that the Circumftances of the prefent Faét 
** admit of no Alleviation, nor lease the leaft Room 
« for a favourable Reprefentation ; for that to delude 
** his Majefty’s Subjeéts to a Place, where an ambufh’d 
«« Party in Arms lye in wait for them, to force them 
* out of his Majefty’s Dominions, to fell them as Slaves 
** in a foreign Market, are Crimes of fo deep a Dye, 
«* againft natural Liberty and civil Government, that 
‘* by the Laws of Nature and of Nations they call for 
«* Death as their Punifhment, tho’ there were no par- 
“ ticular Law in Force, which made it a capital Of- 
“ fence to inlift Men for foreign Service, without Li- 
** cence. : 

«« That from repeated Aéts of his Majefty’s Good.
